Subject employed as Section Chief in Charge of Roakets 
and Materials, Jet Propulsion Laboratory, California 
\ Institute of Technology. Subject through previous 
sp' investigation found to be a close .associate of IBANK 
\jr J. MALIKA* known Communist Party member. SYLVAN RUBIN, 

^ admitted ^omraunist Party member of the Professional 
Section of the Los Angeles County Communist Party, 
declared on March 13, 1949 that SWfERPIELB attended 
meetings of this section of tire Party with him during 
1938 - 1939 but believes SUMMERFIEH) later dropped out 
of the Party. No documentary evidence of subject's 
membership available. No apparent association between 
subject and SIDNEY‘WEINBAUM at the present time. 

SUMMER FI ELD left Los Angeles April 9, 1949 for Princeton, 
New Jersey* On September 1', 1949, he is to be granted 
a three year leave of absence from the JPL to go to 
Princeton, N.J. to work under Dr. FRANK A. PARKER on a 
National Research Council Project compiling material on 
all specific information in the field of jet propulsion. 
No evidence of espionage activities' on the part of the 
subject developed. Investigation continuing.

Subject first can© to the attention of this office in June of 
1947 when as an Atomic Energy applicant he was employed in the Jot Pro¬ 
pulsion Laboratory, Rockets and Materials Division, California Institute 
of Technology, Pasadena, California. Subject had previously obtained his 
M. S. Degree at Caltech June 11, 1937, and on June 15, 1941, received a 
Ph.D. Degree. He was employed from July, 1940 until March, 1943 and from 
1943 to 1945 was employed by the Aerojet Engineering Corporation of 
Pasadena. 

In the course of the investigation conducted by this office, it 
became apparent that SUMMEREEELD was considered by associates and friends 
to be "quite liberal” in his political views; There was no known member¬ 
ship in the Communist Party developed, but subject was found to be a very 
close associate of Dr. FRANK J. MAIINA, a member of the Pasadena Professional 
Section of the ^os Angeles Communist Party. This association was found to 
have dated bade to 1939 or before when they were both graduate students at 
Caltech. 

It was during the period 1939 to 1941 that Communist Party meetings 
were held at the home of MALINA and SUMM3SRF1ELD, according to Los Ai^eles 
T-l who attended these meetings and furnished information concerning them. 
Present at these meetings were Mr. and Mrs. JACOB DIIBK0FF, SIDNEY WEINBAUM, 
OUSmF ALBRECHT, RICHARD N. LEVttS, SIDNEY GOLDSTEIN, FRANK 0PPENHEB3ER aid a 
Chinese scientist named HSUE—SHAIN—TSIEM. All of the above persons were 
found to be members of the Los Angeles Communist Party with the exception 
of STOMERUEID. 

SIDNEY ViilXNBAUM is still employed by the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
as is SUMMERFIELD, who has been a section chief in the laboratory in charge 
of rockets and materials* All the others have since left and WEI NBA tM, who 
is the subject of a separate Espionage investigation in this office, has 
been removed from any work of a classified nature. 

On April 7, 1949, it was learned through Los Angeles T-2 that 
SUMMBRFIELD has been granted a three year leave of absence from the labora¬ 
tory at Caltech to go to Princeton, New Jersey, to work under Dr. FRANK A. 
PARKER o b ® National ftesearch Council project can piling material of all 
specific information in the field of jet propulsion. This undertaking is 
to begin in September, 1949.,

Subject left Los Angeles on April 9, 1949 for New Xorit and 
Princeton on April 13, 1949 on the subject of jet propulsion* It me 
Los Angeles T-2's Impression that SUMMERFIELD also intended to visit 
Wellington, B*C. but the purpose of this visit was not know. Subject 
returned to his home at 624 Baton Drive, Pasadena, California on 
May 9, 1949, having been gone exactly one month*

It was Los Angeles T-5* a observation that SUMMERflEIB is an 
intelligent person, but that his interest in things political seems 
to outweigh any scientific interest that ho mi^ht have. Infomant very 
frankly admitted that h© does not like SWERHUXi and considers hi® to 
be pro-Comunist in his viewpoint, although as he says, SUMMERFIELD of 
late has taken much care to conceal his views In this regard* 


Los Angeles T-5 could not say whether or not SUMMER]*!ELD is en¬ 
gaged in any activity which would be detrimental to the United States* 
fie does believe that SIMMBRUSLD has an unusual influence over Dr* L* G-* 

DUMB, the Director of the Laboratory? In this connection, Los Angeles T-5 
said that in any question of theory dr method which has arisen between 
SUMMERflELD and other persons in the Laboratory who are his equals, if not 
his superiors in intelligence and experience. Dr* DUNN has always taken 
the part of HHttHEU} and has on one occasion threatened expulsion 
from the Laboratory to any of those who oppose him* 

It is Los Angeles T-5's belief that 8UM&FIELD and the persons 
he has brought into the Laboratory, mostly throu^i Guggenheim Fellowships, 
are simply there to use the Laboratory to their personal interests in 
gaining recognition for themselves which will assist them to obtain more 
lucrative positio ns In industrial plants in the years to come. In this 
connection ] | said that there are a number of proteges of SUMMRF1ELD who 

have had no hesitation in stating that they will work on nothing which 
they cannot publish, adding that publication of an article in the "Scientist's 
Journal" to a scientist is the sw as a retainer or a fee to a person 
in another profession*

Los Angeles T-3, a Government Agency which conducts loyalty 
investigations, advised that information in their possession indicated 
that SUMMERFIELD had a good scholastic and professional reputation as 
an Engineer but was generally considered to be liberal in his political 
views and was a close associate of IBANK- J. MALINA, alias FRANK PARMA. 

This informant advised that MALINA, who is now with UNESCO in France, was 
associated with &JMMERFIELD during their college days at Caltech from 
1936 - 1939.

MALINA is known to this Office as a member of the Pasadena Pro¬ 
fessional Section of the Los Angeles County Communist Party as of 1939. 

It is known also that SUMMERFIELD and MALINA were associated in their 
employment at the Aero-Jet Corporation of Pasadena, and that SUMMERFIELD 
returned to Caltech at the time during which MALINA held the position 
in the Jet Propulsion Laboratory which SUMMERFIELD n ow holds. 

According to Los Angeles T-4, FRANK J. MALINA of 1288 Cordova 
Street, Pasadena and MARTIN SUMMERFIELD of 314 South Michigan Avenue, 
were subscribers to the "People's World" in 1939. The "People's World" 
is the West Coast organ of the Communist Party. 

On March 13, 1949, Special Agent ARTHUR C f HTTENBURG and the . 
writer interviewed SYLVAN RUBIN* RUBIN is known to this office as having 
been a member of the Pasadena Professional Section of the Los Angeles 
County Communist Partly during the years 1938 and 1939., RUBIN is presently 
in Los Angeles working on a Stanford University project as a research 
engineer in the field of smog control* , 

RUBIN at first denied, then admitted membership in the Consnunist 
Party in that period but maintained that he had dropped out of the Com¬ 
munist Party around the time of the HITLER - STALIN PACT in 1939, but he 
was very vague about this. He named the persons in the Communist Party 
meetings that he attended while at Cal Tech as previously furnished by 
Los Angeles T- 3 . 

RUBIN said he believed SUMMERFIELD was also a member of the Party 
but he believed subject dropped out about the same time as he did* Al¬ 
though RUBIN was fairly cooperative, he professed to know nothing of th® 
workings of this group and tried to convey the impression that it was a 
philosophical study group and maintained that he did not know who the 
leader of this group was but supposed it was WEINBAUM (SIDNEY WEINBAUM). 
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In answer to a direct question as to what persons in the group 
he would consider to be the type even to this day to place first allegiance 
to the USSR rather than the U.S., RUBIN hesitated and then 3 aid, "I think - 
SIDNEY WEINBAIJM". RUBIN said he was quite sure that SUMMERFIELD was a 
member of the Professional Section of the Los Angeles County Communist 
Party in Pasadena at the same tine he was, and knew that he was a regular 
attendant at meetings which were usually held at an address on (heater 
Street in Pasadena, the number of which he could not recall* ROBIN said 
he knew nothing of any Party membership in this group of FRANK J. MALINA 
and professed to know little if anything about him* 

RUBIN said he was quite sure that SUMMERFIEID had dropped out of 
the Party about the same time he did because he remembers talking to 
SUMMEREEELD about 1940* ROBIN'S reasons for dropping out of the Party, he 
simply ascribed to dissatisfaction, with seme of the aims of the Party* 

He would not elaborate on this. He said he thought SUMMERFTELD dropped 
out because he was beginning to get too busy with other things* ROBIN 
stated he has not seen any of the group since he dropped out of the Party 
and has had contacts with Communist party members since 1940. 

A review of the mail cover maintained on the subject to date 
reveals that he is apparently active in the FDR Democratic dub of Pasadena. 
According to the information in this Division, at least one of the persons 
on the Executive Committee of thie group is a member of the Communist Parly. 
Subject also receives frequent communications from the Hollywood Art, Sciences, 
and Professions group which is known to this office as being Communist 
dominated and controlled* Subject is a regular subscriber to the M New 
Republic"• Besides these he receives numerous periodicals and mail from 
scientific and professional publications such as "Science", a scientific 
journal published in Washington, D.C., "Physics Today", "Mechanical Engineering 
Ibday", "Statewide University", "The Journal of Qeophysical Research", 
published in Washington, D.C., and numerous others. He also receives fre¬ 
quent mail from the Aerojet Corporation of Pasadena and Azusa, California. 

The subject also, from a review of mail cover results, appears 
to be interested, if not active, in local municipal elections in Pasadena 
and also local Jewish Welfare groups.-, Subject is on the mailing list of 
the "Bulletin of Atomic Scientists" at 1126 East 59th Street, Chicago,

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On March 14, 1949, through the cooperation of Los Angelas T-5, 
a specimen of the subject’s known handwriting was obtained and is being 
maintained as an enclosure of this file. 

throughout the period of this report, Los Angeles T-6, who is 
well acquainted with the activities of SIDNEY WEINBAUM, has been alert 
to the possibility of some relationship between the two* However, none 
has been observed. It should be noted at this point that as a result 
of information supplied by Los Angeles T-l, and from interview of SYLVAN 
RUBIN, it has been established that SIDNEY WEINBAUM was the organizer 
and leader of the Communist group in Pasadena at which the subject was 
in regular attendance during the period 1938 - 1939, and possibly longer. 

Of all the persons in this group mentioned by Los Angeles T-l and RUBIN, 
SUMMERHELD and WEINBAUM are the only two -who have remained at Gal Tech 
until the present time. 

\ 

RUBIN stated that he did not know of any close association between \ 
WEINBAUM and SUMMERFIELD, although he recalls attending Communist Party v , 
meetings in WEINBAlM’s home at which SUMMBRFIELD was present. However, 
WEINBAUM has been employed in SUMMERIIELD 1 s section of the laboratory and 
is responsible to SUMMERFIELD in his work. 

• In this Same connection Dr. L. Q, DUNN, Director of the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory in conversation with Special Agent AR1HUR KETMNBURG 
of this-Office, advised that he knew of no close association between 
WEINBAUM and the subject, stating that he considered the reverse was 
true since SUMHERFXELB had come to him (DUNN) a year or so ago requesting 
that WEINBAUM be relieved of his duties in the laboratory because of lazinessw 

To date there has been no evidence of espionage activities on the 
part of the subject. It would appear that subject continues to favor 
the liberal connections of his youth, but as mentioned by Los Angeles T-2 
and T-3, subject has become much more guarded in expressing his views on 
any political or controversial questions. 

Investigation in this matter will continue. As mentioned pre¬ 
viously the subject returned to his home on May 9, 1949. ihe Newark 
Office was advised of subject’s departure from Angeles to Princeton 
by letter of April 11, 1949.

DETAILS: On June 15 , I9i±9, a United Press news story reporting the 

results of hearing on the part of the House Committee 
on unAmerican Activities described the testimony given 
by FRANK F. 0PPENHE1MER on June II 4 , I9I4.9. According to this news story 
both Mr* and Mrs* OPPENHEIMER conceded knowing FRANK J* MALINA hut refused 
to say whether he v/as a Communist* It was during the period 1937 *^° 3-939 
according to SYLVAN RUBIN that he attended meetings which he knew to be 
meetings of the Lasadena Professional Section of the Los Angeles Communist 
Party in company with Mr* and Mrs* Jn.C0B DUBNOFF, SIDNEY YE IN BAUM, GUSTAV 
ALBRECHT, FRANK OPPENHEIMER and the subject MARTIN SUMERFISLD* However,*, 
RUBIN could not give any informatiQn with regard to FR^NK MALINA, However, 
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Confidential Informant T-2 who is considered reliable advised that as 
a result of a search of his records he had found a photostatic copy of 
a registration card which had the following information "Real name 
FRANK J. MJLINA; Party name FRuNK PARMA, address 671 South Catalina 
Street, Los Angelos, born United States; Age 26, Czochoslovakian 
ancestry, student at Caltech. Communist 1939 - registration Pasadena 
Soction Profe ssional Group. New Member"._ This source advised th^t h e

1 I H© advised that he did not have any information on SUMMER- 

FIELD although he knew that SUMffiRFIELD 7/as a good friend of MALIILs, 
and they were roomates in college. 

SUMMERFIE3LD continues his employment as Section Chief ^ 
in Charge of Rockets and Materials, Jet Propulsion Laboratory, California 
Institute of Technology in Pasadena. As previously reported, he is to 
be granted a three year leave of absence from the Jet Propulsion La or-* 
atory on September 1, 19^9 to go to Princeton, New Jersey to work under 
Dr. FRANK A* PARKER on a National Resoarch Project, editing an eight volume 
text book on all specific information in the field of Jet Propulsion. 

There has been no evidence of espionage activities on the 
part of the subject during the period of this investigation. 

The mail cover maintained on the subjects residence has 
produced no new information of value to this investigation. 

According to source T—l, an informant of known reliability, 
who is well acquainted with the SUMMERFIELDS and their activities, 
immediately after their return from New ork, they set about to sell 
their house and began listing it with various real estate agencies. 
SUIflviERFIELD, it was learned receives an incomo from certain investments 
in stock at the Aerojet Corporation in Azusa, Shortly aftor his return 
he was in contact with Mr. YvILLIAM ZISCH appropriations supervisor at 
the Aerojet Corporation and has had frequent contact with him since., 

Their association seems to concern itself mainly with the future of their 
investments at Aerojet. There is nothing of a derogatory nature concerning 
ZISCH in the files of this division. 

The SUffiERFIELD ! s are also known to be acquainted with 
Mr. and Mrs. JESSE L. GREBNSTEIN of 2057 s an Pasqual Street, Pasadena, 
California. GREBNSTEIN is a professor of Astronomy at Caltech^and formerly 
was employed by the ^erkes Observatory at Thilliam Bay, Wisconsin as 
associate professor from 1937 1# 19^8. Prior to this time he

attended the University of Chicago* Thoro is no information identifi¬ 
able with this individual in the Indices of this division. Uor is the 
extent of the relationship between the subject and GREENSTEIN known 
at this time, although it is believed that the relationship^stems 
from their association in a local Pasadena Jewish organization or the 
FDR Democratic Club* Both SUMffiRFIELD and his wife have taken up 
their activities with the FDR Democratic Club of Pasadena and in this 
connection are in fairly frequent contact with a woman who is known 
to T~1 only as SADIS but believed to be SADIS RICE an officer in the 
FDR Democratic Club and former CP Member, according to T-2. 

On May 20, I 9 U 9 , T*JL advised that DAVID ALIHAN of 129 
North Oxford Street, Los Angeles had given the subjects name as a ref¬ 
erence in an application with the Socony Vacuum Oil Company of Now York 
City. ALTMAN was formerly head of the Chemistry Section of the Jet Pro¬ 
pulsion Laboratory and was recently released for security reasons, ^ t 
was understood at the laboratory shortly after ALTMAN left that he intend¬ 
ed to appeal the decision of' Army authorities regarding his clearance to 
a review board in Washington, D # C, and is believed to have visitied 
Washington, D, C. at the time SUMMERFIELD was there in May of this year# 

On May 25, I9JL4.9, T-l advised that FRANK J# MALINA told 
SUlvMERFIELD that ho woudl arrive in Los Angeles .on June 6, 19^9 via 
American Airlines at 7 : 50 P#M. .according to T-l SUINttiJlFIELD then made 
plans for his arrival. 

On June 6 , I 9 I 49 , the same informant stated that Mrs. MAE 
DEHA CHURCHILL told SUISvIERFIELD that MALINA would stay at her home at 
800 South Hudson Street, Pasadena during his visit in Los .mgeles. 

Regarding Mrs. CHURCHILL, T-3 has stated that in 1937 LESTER MARX HUETTIG 
was furnishing information from the Remington Arms Company of Bridgeport, 
Connocticut to Russian ^olonol BORIS BYKOFF in New ork City. BYKOFF, 
according to this source was operating a Soviet Intelligence network in 
New York at that time 0 In 1937 LESTER HUETTIG f s wife was MAE DENA 
HUETTIG. They were divorced in 1933 and MAE HUETTIG married ROBERT B# 
CHURCHILL. T-3 states that Mrs* HUETTIG was present when LESTER HUETTIG 
made his contacts vifith Colonel BYKOFF and undoubtedly knew of her husband s 
involvement in Soviet Espionage at that time* 

MALINA arrived in Los ijigele s on June 6, I9I4.9 via American 
Airlines at 11:25 P# M. Special Agent FRANK Do COOLEY and the writer 
who observed his arrival noted that MALINA was accompanied by his wife, 
of a recent marriage, the former MARJORIE DUCKWORTH, who, prior to her 
marriage to MALINA is believed to have also beon an employee of the 
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United Nations Educational Scientific and Cultural Organization*, 
MALINA was conspicuous vdth a full black board and carried no hand 
luggage* MALINA and his wife were greeted at the airport by Mr* and 
Mrs, ANDREW G* HALEY of f;60 South Orange Grove Avenue, Pasadena, a 
former president of the Aerojet Engineering Company of Pasadena, 

Dr 0 and Mrs* MALIKA were driven by the HALEYS to MALINA T s old home, 
the present residence of Mrs, ROBERT B* CHURCHILL at 800 South Hudson 
Street, Pasadena and the surveillance was discontinued* 

Regarding ANDREW G* HALEY, there is considerable infor¬ 
mation in the files of this division none of which is of a security 
nature. 


On June 7, I9I+9, as a result of a spot surveillance 
conducted by the writer the automobile loaned to MALINA by CHURCHILL 
was observed in front of SULl'jERFIELD f s home at 621}. Eaton Drive, 

Pasadena at approximately 9 5 ®0 PJJ* Afterwards T-l who was present 
for a time confirmed the visit of KuL INA■ to SUIvuvIERFIE AD ! s home but 
could not elaborate on what took place during this meeting. On Thursday, 
June 9, 19^9* a party in honor of MALINA was arranged at the home of 
ANDREW G, HALEY of 560 South Orange Grove Avenue, Pasadena at which 
approximately 100 persons were present* This party was arranged 
through the joint efforts of HALEY* SUMMBRFIELD and yfILLIAM ZISCH, 
previously mentioned as being in charge of the contract administration 
at Aerojet* According to T-l it originally was SUl§. , IERFIELD t s intention 
to have the party at his own home and invite only those old friends 
of MALINA and t himself but that when HALEY took ah interest, the original 
intention was lost and HALEY invited a number of his friends also* 

MALINA spent the last four days of his stay at the Huntington Hotel in 
Pasadena and on ^unday, June 12, 19^9> SUMMERFIELD drove him to the 
airport where he left for New York City, to return to Paris* MALINA* s 
present address in New York is believed to be i|05 East Sixty Second 
Street, New York City* 

MALINA *s association with SUMERFIELD is apparently as strong 
as ever according to T-I4 and he has maintained a continuing relationship 
with many of his Communist Party friends in the Pasadena area through, 
the years. MALINA also continues to have an active interest in the field 
of jet propulsion and guided missies according to this same source*

REILLY at Ios Angeles dated July 17, 1949, in the above-captioned 
matter* 


For your information, the subject of this matter was 
interviewed at Los Angeles on August 8, 19U9» 

It is requested that the lead set forth in the above report 
to the New York Office be covered as soon as possible and the results

the U. N. Scientific and Experimental Commission in Paris. He was 
also an associate of SIDNEY WEINBATJM, who was recently indicted in 
California for Perjury in connection with his testimony before the 
Industrial Review Board. (IRB operates under direction of the 
Munitions Board of the Department of Defense.) SUMMERFIELD has re¬ 
cently requested permission to travel to France, England, and Italy 
in connection with his work for the Navy and is expected to leave 
this country on 8 / 23 / 5 O. 

We should immediately check with the appropriate office in 
California to see if they have any rece nt, inf ormation in reference 
to SUMMERFIELD as well as checking with'Newark and Reviewing our own 
files. Consideration should be given to determine whether or not 
someone like| [light know SUMMERFIELD. Some background should 

be obtained on him, fTe., where he went to school, his known associates, 
to see if we can develop sufficient information to furnish the Navy in 
order to assist them in the matter of further determining his clearance 
for travel abroad.

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: 


Subject interviewed at Los Angeles S/8/49. Denies ever 
having attended any Communist Party meeting at any time 
or associating with anyone who he knew to be a member 
of the Communist Party. Subject states that he has a 
real interest in politics and concedes that it would be 
next to impossible for him t-o be in attendance at any 
meeting or gathering without knowing the nature of such 
meeting. Moreover, that by reason of his background and 
study, he is well aware of the aims and purposes of the 
Communist Party. • Subject declined to discuss the Communist 
party affiliations of any of his friends, saying, that since 
he has no positive knowledge that they are Communists, he 
has no right to speculate on their loyalties or political 
beliefs. Subjects denial of ever having attended meetings 
of the Communist Party or associating with anyone who he 
knew to be a member of the Communist Party is in direct 
contradiction to the statements of two former party members 
and associates of SUMMERFIELD who upon re—inter view reaffirm 
subject's presence at and active participation in meetings 
of the, Pasadena Professional Section of the Los Angeles 
County Communist Party in 1939.

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During the period of this report, the subject has been concerned with 
his forthcoming move to New Jersey. He has sold his home at 624 Eaton Drive in 
Pasadena and according to Source T-l of known reliability, plans to leave Fasadena 
on or about August 27, 1949 for the East. According to this source, the subject 
and his wife intend to drive back, making-the trip by way of Canada with a stop 
at Niagara Falls. According to this same source, SUMMERFIELD has let it be known 
that he intends to interest himself in politics when he is settled on the Princeton 
Campus. As to just what form this political activity would take, T-l was not in a 
position to say. His address at Princeton will be 82 College Road. 

SUMMERFIELD was requested to call at the office for an interview on August 
8, 1949 and he did appear on this same date. SUMMERFIELD was interviewed by Special 
Agent ARTHUR C. WITTENBURG and the writer and after it was explained to him that 
his appearance at this office was on a purely voluntary basis and that he was not 
obliged to either appear or make any statement whatsoever, he stated that he under¬ 
stood this and would be perfectly willing to answer any questions which would be 
put to him. 


SUMMERFIELD was questioned in a general way about his background and 
associations and he replied that he grew up in New York and attended Brooklyn 
College before coming out to California. In this connection subject stated that 
he more' or less grew up "alongside of Communism" inasmuch as it was very prevalent 
as a philosophy both in his neighborhood in Brooklyn in New York, and later in 
college. SUMMERFIELD went on to say that he never, either in New York, or later 
as a graduate student at California Institute of Technology took any interest in 
what he described as "organizational communism." But he stated that he took an 
interest in the study of Marxism while at California Institute of Technology along 
with many other forms of political philosophy. In this connection, SUMMERFIELD 
stated that he has always been interested in politics and it was natural for him 
to study the elements of Marxism as well as other theories of government in order 
to get a full knowledge of the subject. 


SUMMERFIELD was questioned about his associations while at California 
Institute of QJSt^inology and he replied that his closest associate and room-mate 
while there wa3j£RA.NlC-_ LIMA,. SUMMERFIELD said that he believes that he knows 
MALL®.as well as it is possible to know another nan as a friend and stated that he 
has a very high regard for him. SUMMERFIELD stated that he is almost certain that 
. MALINA has never been a member of the Communist F&rty and said he knew of nothing 
I derogatory concerning MALINA»s loyalty or patriotism to the United States. Subject 
^palso admitted that he was friendly while at California Institute of Technology with 
f SIDNEYJ-JEINBAUIvl who he knew as a professor at the University. SUMMERFIELD said he 
“ as never been on intimate terms with the WEINBAUMs but he did know them casually 
and believes he may have, visited them in their home. He stated that he does not 
know of any Communist F&rty connections on the part of WEINBAUto. SUMMERFIELD could 
recall having gone to no meetings at this .period in 1938-1939 which were Communist 
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Party meetings, and states he attended no meetings at which WEINRAUM or anyone else 
presided. SUMMERFIELD admitted knowing quite intimately all the persons mentioned 
by T—2 as being members of the Pasadena Professional Section of the Communist Farty 
but denies that he had knowledge of ahy Communist Party affiliation on the part of 
any of them. SUffiSERFIELD volunteered the point at this time that it might seem to 
the agents that he was deliberately concealing certain information which he should 
have concerning these individuals but that this was not so. S UMMER FIELD said that 
unless he had positive and independent information of his own, i. e., unless he 
were to see with his own eyes their Communist Party membership cards, he would not 
believe them to be Communists. In this connection and by way of illustration of 
his point, SUMMERFIELD stated that if PRANK MALINA were a member of the Communist 
Party, he, MARTIN SUMMERFIELD, would certainly know it, first because of their close 
association and secondly because it is his belief that MALINA would have tried to 
promote the idea to him and to others and he states that MALM, never did this. 
SUMMERFIELD said he uses the same yardstick in determining his opinion of the 
others that no one tried to induce him to be a member of the Communist party, 
therefore, he doubts very seriously that any of them were Communists. SUMMERFIELD 
was asked then in vie?/ of this position what attitude he took regarding the ad¬ 
mission of Party Membership on the part of FRANK OPPENHEIMER as reported in the 
press.^ Subject stated that OPPENHEIMER never spoke to him about j oining the 
Communist Party and his original theory would still apply. Subject stated that he 
would like to be of assistance in this matter but that he considered the matter of 
Communist Party affiliation or sympathy too serious a question to be dealt with • 
unless one had positive information. And since he was lacking in information, he 
could answer no questions concerning others. 

Regarding his own activities SUMMERFIELD stated that he has never been 
a member of the Communist Party and has never attended a Communist Party meeting. 
Moreover, that he has never associated with anyone who he knew to be a member of 
® Communist Party. SUMMERFIELD added that he did not want to leave the impression 
that he is the sort of person who could attend a meeting without knowing what tcok 
place at that meeting and hence he himself would rule out any possibility of attend¬ 
ing a meeting or meetings of a Communist Branch without knowing exactly what they 
were.. In this connection SUMMERFIELD expressed himself as "greatly surprised" at 
the dismissal of SIDNEY WEINBAUM from the Jet Propulsion Laboratory for Security 
reasons and added that the first time he knew.of it was several days ago when WEIN¬ 
BAUM "approached me on the Campus at Cal Tech and in what I thought was a rather 
surreptitious manner told me that he had been released from the JPL." SUMiERFIELD 
said he asked TiiiEINBAUM what he intended to do and states that WEINBAUM said that 
he was "outraged" but did not think he would exercise his right of appeal in this 


SUMMERFIELD werfc on to say that with respect to himself, in all the period 
that he has been engaged in classified work, he has never and never will betray his 
trust. He added that he never has or would consciously employ a person who was 
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in a classified project who he knew to be a member of the Communist party and 
that he would take positive steps to eliminate anyone from such a project who 
he thought might do this country harm. SUMMERFIELD did not volunteer the above 
statement but made it in answer to specific questions as to his present attitude 
and loyalty to the United States. 

In view of sifEpect's explanation of position* it was considered ad¬ 
visable to re-interview’ ^USTAV'.A.-ALBRE CHT and SYL yAJL-RUR-XW f two former members 
of the Pasadena Professional Section'ojf'the Los Angeles County Communist party 
during the years 1938 and 1939* ALBRECHT described this particular unit as being 
rather loosely knitj so much so that he did not know for sure who was and who was 
not a member. ALBRECHT did say, however, that in view of SUIMERFIELD , s presence 
at so many of the meetings of this group and his active participation in the dis¬ 
cussions which took place at these meetings, he could not but be aware that the . 
discussions involved comment with regard to the "Communist Party line." Similarly, 
ALBRECHT said SUIffiERFIELD must have been aware of the purpose of these meetings 
and also aware of the fact that the discussion leader or organizer of these meet¬ 
ings was SIDNEY bEINBAUM. In this connection, ALBRECHT stated that there could 
be no question of the pro-Communist sympathies of SIDNEY Y/EINBAUM at that time. 

SYLVAN RUBIN was re-interviewed the following day and re-affirmed his 
membership in the Pasadena Professional Section of the Los Angeles County Communist 
Party in 1938 and 1939 and stated he was certain that SUMEREIELD had been in 
attendance at Communist party meetings of this group during the period that he, 
RUBIN, was likewise associated with this group. 

ISJBIN has stated that he was definitely certain that he, RUBIN*was not 
only a member of the Communist Party but he was likewise in attendance at meetings, 
the^character of which could be readily identified as Communistic. He stated as 
typical of this last remark that definite Party policy was discussed and that any¬ 
one who was in attendance at over two or three meetings could not help but realize 
the true significance of these meetings. HJBIN stated that aside from his own 
actual Party card and Party name he had no first hand knowledge of such information 
regarding other members of this group. He stated, however, that in his opinion, 
based on the amount of attendance at these meetings, together with his participatio; 
therein, that SUMMERFIELD was doubtless a member of this group.

On August 18, 1949, T-l advised that SUMMERFIELD sent the following cable 
to Dr. FRANK J. MALIKA in care of UKESCO, 19 Avenue Kleber, Paris 16, France: 

’•Leaving 26th. Arrive Princeton, September 14th. Write 
me your address.” 

T-l was not in a position to inquire further concerning this message 
but it does appear that SUMMERFIELD does hot wish to Communicate with MALINA 
at his UNESCO address. 

It should be pointed out that the original information regarding member¬ 
ship in tne Pasadena Professional Section of the Los Angeles County Communist 
Party as provided by T-2 was not complete in that several Party cards are missing, 
and also, there are certain individuals known only by Party names. An additional 
factor is possibly present in that both RUBIN and ALBRECHT, who both admit member¬ 
ship in the group, in some instances do not identify the same members as being 
part of the group-. It therefore seems possible, and this factor is considered 
likely by both ALBRECHT and RUBIN, that there were two parallel study groups oper¬ 
ating, the total membership of which comprised Professional Unit 122. If such 
were the case, it is also possible that one or the other of these individuals 
would not have known SUMERFIELD. However, it should be noted that both definitely 
place SUMMERFIELD as being in attendance at these meetings and both think it quite 
likely that he was a member thereof. 

• x . With^ regard to the interview of SUMMERFIELD, it was felt by both agents 
interviewing him that his refusal to answer any questions concerning the Communist 
Party affiliations of his friends and associates was more of a mental reservation 
cn his part than anything else and that he chose to take this oosition as being 
safer to his am interests.

'.'OBJECT'S COMMENTS READING FORMER ASSOCIATES 


The subject was questioned regarding his association with former 
members of the Communist Party Professional Unit #122 and advised that while 
a graduate student at California TeGh from 1937 to 19Ul, he became acquainted 
with the following persons who for the most part were also graduate students 
studying in either his major field of Physics or in related fields: 

FRANK MaLINA 
SIDNEY TivEINBAUM 
FRANK OPPENHEIMER 

Jacob dubnoff , 

HSUE SHEN TSIEN 
SAM RICE 
JOHN PERSONS 
SYLVAN RUBIN 
GUS ALBRECHT 

He advised that at various social meetings arising out of the above 
.Professional association he met some of their wives, namely: LILLIAN MaLINA, 
LENA 1EINBAUM and SADIE RICE. 

It is to be noted that informants have identified all of the above 
| named individuals as former members of the Communist Party Professional Unit 
# 122 . 


Subject also advised that he was a close personal friend of DAVID 
' ALTMAN, former head of the Chemistry Section of the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
at California Tech, who was relieved of his duties in 19U9 because of security 
reasons. Subject advised that he testified in behalf of ALTMAN during 
Ahe latter'a loyalty hearing, and that ALTMAN was subsequently reinstated at 
California Tech.

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While subject was being questioned regarding the above Individuals, 
; he known Party names of these individuals were interjected but in each 
instance the subject stated that he was unable to recall any persons known 
by such names* 

Subject advised that at no time during his association with the 
above named persons known to him, had he observed anything in their conduct, 
attitude or conversation which would cause him to question their loyalty to 
'-his country. 

The subject stated that he and FRANK MALINA became close personal 
friends while they were students at California Tech and that this association 
has continued to date. He .stated that MALDJA interested him in his present 
field of aeronautical science and that in 19 U3 he, MALINA, PARSONS and others 
formed the Aerojet Engineering Company of Pasadena, California. He stated 
that he maintains close contact with MALINA and that the latter is presently 
in Paris, France with the United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization, 

The subject advised that he met FRANK OPPENHEIMER while the latter 
was a graduate student in Physics at California Tech but was unable to recall 
ever having any social association with him. He stated that he was unable to 
recall ever meeting OPPENHEIMER’s wife, JACKIE. 

Subject stated that he had a close professional association with 
Dr. HSUE SHEN TSIEN while both worked on a jet propulsion project in 1938 
at California Tech but that he did not associate with TSIEN socially and 
knew nothing of his personal background. It is to be noted that PARSONS 
has advised that he, TSIEN and the subject developed a close personal as¬ 
sociation as a result of their collaboration on the above mentioned project 
. and that they did attend Party meetings together. 

The subject also stated that he has not been in contact with nor 
has he heard of TSIEN in several years.

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The subject advised that he hds had aqd continues a close personal 
clationship with SAM and SADIE RICE ahd that he visits with them when he 
ravels to California. It is to be noted that SAblE RICE has been identified 
a member of the Communist Party by Newark T-l. 

The subject advised that he knew JOHN PARSONS as a student and later 
j a business associate but not as a social acquaintance. Subject volunteered 
• aat he had heard that PERSONS 1 home life was irregulai* and unharmonious but 
. -jo lined to elaborate. 

The subject advised that he has had no social relationship with GUS 
. I3EECHT and that he has only a faint recollection of having met ALBRECHT on 
the California Tech campus through MALINA with whom ALBRECHT was more friendly. 
He stated he recalled SYLVAN RUBIN as an excellent student of Physics who was 
two years behind him at the California Tech Graduate School. The subject 
stated he was unable to recall any close or social relationship with RUBIN. 

The subject stated that he recalled JACOB DUBNOFF as a close student 
associate and that he may have visited DUBNOFF at his home on one occasion. 

He was unable to recall any close social relationship and could not recall 
whether he had ever met DUBNOFF's wife though he presumed that he had. 

The subject stated that the names of EUGENE BRUNNER and RICHARD LEI IS 
sounded familiar but that he was unable to recall these individuals or any 
association with them. He stated he had no recollection whatsoever regarding 
i.he name of RICHARD ROSANOFF. 

It is to be noted that the subject was able to "recall" little or 
; ,o association with PARSONS, ALBRECHT, RUBIN, DUBNOFF and his wife, BELLA, 

AMIS ahd ROSANOFF, all of whom have identified the subject as having attended 
tee tings with them. 

’JBJECT'S COMMENTS REGARDING MEETINGS

The subject advised he has never attended any meeting known to him 
to be a Communist meeting. He stated taat on frequent occasions while a student 
at California Tech he would visit at the home of MALINxi, TiilElNBhUM and RICE. 

He stated that these visits did not occur with any pre-arranged regularity, 
nor did they consist of a sufficient number of other guests to be regarded as 
"meetings." He stated that frequently he would be the only guest present and 
on othor occasions he and his host might be joined by one or two of their mutual 
acquaintances. 

The subject stated that these visits were strictly social and reluc~- 
?antly conceded that on many occasions the entire evening was devoted‘to a 
discussion of Marxist philosophy. 
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The subject stated that while ah undei’&rhduate student he 
undertook a study of Marxist "socialism" upon his own initiative and found 
many aspects of this philosophy in which he was interested and with which 
he agreed. He explained that when he met others who had interesting 
observations to make regarding Marxism, he naturally enjoyed discussing 
the matter with them. 

It being noted that informants advised that Communist literature 
va 9 distributed at some of the meetings attended by the subject, he was 
asked whether Communist literature was ever evident aib'-any of these visits. 

The subject reiterated that none of these visits was so pre-arranged as to 
reflect in advance whether such discussions would take place and consequently 
no Communist literature or Marxism references were available. Subsequently, 
the subject did admit that' he had acquired considerable Communist literature 
somewhere but was unable to recall whether it was at one of these visits or 
on the street where, he explained. Communist literature was frequently 
distributed, 

The subject was asked whether in his retrospective opinion any of 
these "visits" which were devoted to discussing Marxism could possibly have 
been Communist meetings or whether any of those present could have been 
Communists. The subject replied in the negative, stating that according to 
his understanding of Communism,Party members are expected to perform 
specific duties or to take positive courses of action which would be of 
definite benefit to the Party. He stated that on no occasion did anyone 
present suggest nor did these discussions involve plans for any definite 
action. 

DENIAL OF MEMBERSHIP 

/ The subject flatly denied that he has ever been a member of the 

(Communist Party or that he has ever associated with anyone known to him to 
be a Communist, It was noted that prior to being asked whether he had ever 
used the alias of FRED KANE, subject frequently interjected the view that 
he could not possibly have been a member, inasmuch as he never had a member¬ 
ship card. Thereafter, he repeatedly relied upon tho fact that he has neyer 
committed any act which might benefit the Communist Party. In this connection 
he pointed out that were he so inclined he could have been of assistance to 
the Communist Party on innnmberable occasions, inasmuch as he has had access 
to classified information since 19U0. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 

In response to questions, the subject advised that while a student 
at Brooklyn College in New^York from 1933 to 1936 he became interested in 
the activities of the American Student Union because he was in agreement 
with many of their objectives. The only objective he was able to recall, 
however, was that the ASU fought for higher pay for students doing part time 
work on the campus. 

The subject stated that most students were active in the A'SU on 
the campus at that time and that he probably attended some mass meetings of 
the ASU during the entire three-year period he was at Brooklyn College. The 
subject was unable to recall whether he was ever a member of the ASU but 
conceded that it was entirely possible. • 

The subject denied that he has ever subscribed to the "Peoples 
■World 11 or that it was ever delivered to him. He stated that he has seen 
the paper on sale at newsstands in California and on few occasions did buy 
and read it out of sheer curiosity. 

It is to be noted that according to Newark T-l, the subject was 
a subscriber to the "Peoples Yiforld" in 1939 and did receive this paper at 
his home, 3lU South Michigan Avenue, Pasadena, California. 

The subject advised that he is not and never has been a member 
of the Hollywood Arts, Sciences, and Professions Council previously 
described. He advised that his only contact with this group was in 19U9 
when he attended a meeting sponsored by this group. He stated this meeting 
was held in a large home in Hollywood and was attended by approximately liO 
persons. The principal speaker was a representative of Roosevelt College in 
Chicago, who made a plea for donations for this college. 

It is to be noted that in 19U9 Newark T-2 advised that the subject 
was receiving frequent correspondence from this organization.
